The reference of the state police 


bill and the numerous amendments 
to it o by members of the 
house to a special committee fs a 
wise step, eliminating the danger of 
hodge-podge, inefficient enactment 
resulting from the tacking of 
amendments on to the bill as orig- 
inally introduced. 

It is better that these amend- 
ments be considered by a committee 
especially named for the purpose 
in order that when the house as 
a whole is called on to act, busi- 
nesslike and workable machinery 
will be contained in the measure 
under consideration. In no other 
way can the creation of an effec- 
tive state patrol, able to perform 
its important duties without handi- 
capping legal restrictions, be as- 
sured. 

It should not be difficult to de- 

vise a law under which can be 
brought into existence a state po- 
tice force that will function vigor- 
dusly and effectively from its in- 
ception, if we profit by the long 
years of experience of states that 
now have efficient patrols. 
These states have determined 
what type of organization can best 
serve to preserve law and order and, 
to arrest those who have commit- 
ted crimes. They have, as the re- 
sult of thorough trial, discovered 
What policies of administration are 
beneficial and what are ‘destructive 
of good results. 


Most important of all, every 
state in which there now exists an 
efficient and well-conducted con- 
stabulary has discovered, many of 
them after unfortunate experiences, 
that a state police force must be | 
Absolutely divorced from the de- 
Btructive effects of political influ- 
ence. 

The only wise gourse for our 
Jegislators to take is to bear in 
mind the mistakes and accomplish: | 
ments of other states in the effort 
to create a smooth-working, effi- 
elent policing unit to co-operate 
with the local peace forces in every, 
county and community. 

Such a force has long been 2 
crying need in Georgia. If the lives | 
and property of the citizens of the 
State are to de properly safe- 
guarded, the members of the legis- 
lature must put selfish considera- 
tions, or personal reasons, out of | 
mind and co-operate in the crez- 
tion of a force that will, under 
proper direction, bring sew condi- 
tions of law and order in Georgia.

TO PROBE COTTON PROBLEMS 

Analytical discussion of the seri- 
ous problems faced by every phase 
of the cotton industry is planned 
for a conference meeting today in 
Dallas, Texas, which will be attend- 
ed by leading economists, business- 
men and educators, all either di- 
rectly or indirectly interested in 
cotton. The conference is called 
by the Institute of Public Affairs 
of Southern Methodist University, 
Dallas. 


In discussing the conference, Dr. 
Myres, director of the Arnold school 
of government at the university, de- 
scribes its purpose as follows: 

It is our hope that we may, witb- 
out political prejudice of any kind, 
plumb to the depths of this “cotton 
crisis” now prostrating the south. 
While discussion will cover all phases 
of the industry from land utilization 
to distribution and sale of the crop, 
it is expected that experts will con- 
centrate largely on international 
phases, recommending such steps as 
tasiff revision, settlement of war 
debts, and currency stabilization to 
restore world markets. 

The conference should be of un- 
usual value in presenting the views 
of the cotton growers on the west- 
ern side of the Mississippi. Their 
problems are, in many respects, dif- 
ferent from those faced by the 
growers in the older cotton-produc- 
ing states on this side of the Mis- 
sissippi. Several of the proposed 
solutions that would benefit the 
western interests would spell al- 
most certain ruin to those of the 
older cotton states. 

It is to be expected that the 
western viewpoint will be thorough- 
ly aired at the Dallas meeting, since 
most of the speakers are from 
Texas and Oklahoma. They include 


Dr. J. T. Sanders, agricultural econ- 


omist of Oklahoma A. & M. Col- 
lege; W. L. Clayton, cottop export- 
er of Houston, and Dr. Aldon Lang, 
Bavlor University economist. 

These speakers, and the others 
who will appear on the program of 
the two-day conference, are. inti- 
mately familiar with the various 
ramifications of the cotton trade. 
The presentation of their views. 
even though they may not coin- 
cide with those of cotton leaders in 
this section. shonld be both inter- 
esting and beneficial.

The massacre of Jews this summer 
in Constantine and the looting of the 
mellah, which is the Arabic name for 
the ghetto, the Jewish quarter, had, 
so it is said, its direct. cause in the 
sacriligious act of a Jewish soldier, 
who flung a dead pig into a Moham- 


medan 3 Another ion has 
it that the Jewish boy was drunk and 
called —s names to the Mus- 
lim gathered in the mosque. But a 
good many le whom I questioned 
on the subject right in Constantine, 
are of the opinion that the soldier was 
an agent-provocateur, who had been 
hired or persuaded to commit the 
outrage, which resulted in that fright- 
ful pogrom. . 


The victims of the massacre, mostly 
children aud old people, as usual, near- 
ly all had their throats cui. The Arab- 
ic attack on the Jewish quarter oc- 
cured within the hour after the alleged 
incident at the mosque. This is not 
surprising in itself, for the Arabs 
are an inflammable and impétuous 
crowd. They do not brood over re- 
venge. They take it quickly. What is 
surprising is the fact that attacks oc- 
curred on the Jewish communities of 
other Algerian cities hundreds of miles 
away from Constantine and even in 
the city of Kairouan, across the bor- 
ders in Tunis, and that these attacks 
took place on the samé day. 

The investigation has also shown 
that thé authorities knew days ahead 
that some outbreak was about to take 
place. It is now admitted on all sides 


ered that day a general revolt against 
French domination would have taken 
place. In other words, the Jews ap- 
peared once more in the role of scape- 
goats and this time it is not in Rus- 
sia or Germany, but in a country 
over which flies the tri-coler of the 
republic which gave to the world the 
Declaration of the Rights of Men. 


Who Instigated 


Pogrom? 


It is rather a difficult matter to 
discover who maneuvored the pent- 
up dissatisfaction of the Arab popu- 
lation in such away that the explosion 
when it came struck the Jews anid 
not the government. That the Jews 
were the saving victim is certain. But 
who wanted it thus, if it is admitted 
that a general uprising was in the 
making? That is the great question to 
which I sought an answer. I have 
read dispatches in American papers 
which charges that the French govern- 
ment is directly responsible. I indig- 
nantly reject this allegation. The 
French government had nothing to do 
with that massacre in a direct way. 

Indirestly? Yes, for the French 
government had done nothing up to the 
time of the massacre to curb the agi- 
tation in Algiers on the part of the 
various facist leagues, who exploited 
the bad economic situation in Algiers 
to agitate against the Jews. These 
leagues, through their propagandists 
and newspapers, told the Arabs: It’s 
the Jews who are to blame for your 
condition. Not the Jews of Algiers, 
it’s never the local Jews with these 
people, but the great secret Jewish 
world—conspiracy, strike at the Jews 
and your condition will improve. The 
poor Jews of Algiers, destitute, miser- 
able, dwelling in hovels obviously 
were not to blame. The Arabs knew 
them. But they believed that cock and 
ll story about a Jewish conspiracy 
and so they struck. | 


What Was 


The Object? 


Why did the fascists agitate this 
way and drive the Arabs to mass-mur- 
der? The game soon became clear 
when after the massacre, the fascist 
papers in Paris started to shout: 
“Don't you see democracy is a fail- 
ure? It can’t even keep order in Afri- 
ca. Democracy is going to cause France 
to lose her great colonial empire. Down 
with democracy. 

They had used the fiery but primi- 
tive Arab people of North Africa, in 
a ghastly way let it be said, to furth- 
er their own ends in the motherland. 
This is what the investigation has 
shown. You would think that the 
democratic regime in France would 
thereupon, that is to say, upon dis- 
covering the truth, have dissolved 
the fascist leagues. But democracy 
dose not proceed that way. It believes 
in freedom of speech, propaganda and 
assembly. Her enemies don’t. But 
democracy does and capitulates every 
time. Thats why 
swept away in Italy and Germany and 
Austria and Spain—and will be 
swept away elsewhere.

There was no secret about it... Mr. Hearst’s promoters arrived 
on the scene late, shortly after Mr. Roosevelt’s court message to 
the senate. They found everything was set for easy adoption of 

the court resolution and they started in militantly to prevent it. 
Their strategists got the comedian, Will Rogers, speaking about the 
subject, also Father Coughlin. 


COMPETITION ‘The president countered their activity with 

competitive radio speeches by Mrs. Roosevelt 
and Senate Leader Robinson. Disinterested observers thought Mr. 
Hearst rather won that phase of the struggle. 

But when Wt came to buttonholing senators ahd mesmerizing 
them, Mr. Roosevelt seemed to have the edge. He was able to call 
them into the White House, while Mr. Hearst’s men had to con- 
fine themselves largely to the senate lobby.

SILVER It is not possible to give an exact line on what will 
happen in silver. The silver agitators. in and out of

The treasury is trying to becloud its activities with secrecy, but 
is not succeeding. One week recently it purchased more silver 
than in any previous week. Yet the insidérs all know more gold 
is coming in constantly and the tréasury is not getting any closer 
to the proposed ratio of 25 per cént with gold. Indeed, it has been 
purchasing silver very carefully in London since the Chinese pro- 
tested that we were draining their money. Purchases may be 
stepped up as far as possible until congress adjourns and then the 
treasury may éase up. ; 

The best guess now is that the existing situation is likely to 
drag on for a year or two, or three, and that, in the end, the silver 
purchase act will be repealed. That is only a lomg-range guess. 


STABILIZATION? A leading New Dealer has told his friends 
very much on the q. t. that Attorney-Gen- 


eral Cummings was not so wrong as evéryone thought when he said 
negotiations for currency stabilization were under way with Great 
Britain. 

This unquestionable authority said the New Dealers were ac- 
tually dickering with London for a de facto stabilization which 
would not involve a written or public agreement. Britain is sup- 
posed to have balked because of uncertainty of supreme court ac- 
tion. No separate agreement was contemplated with any of the gold 
bloc countries. 

This may not be as important as the New Dealers thought. 
Britain will continue to shy away ‘from stabilization for a long time 
yet. 


NOTES The old treasury idea of balancing foreign trade with 

silver purchases appears to have gone quietly out the 
window. The Chinese protest would have blocked such a move, 
if other technical protests from the inside had not. 


The latest on Japan is that she is again trying desperately to 
revive something in the nature of the old Anglo-Japanese alliance, 
but the Anglo end of it won't ally.

It is beautifully simple. Each person over 60 years of age is to be 
given $200 a month.and pledged to quit work and spend the money 
within 30 days.

supplying goods and provide work for everybody. 

All that remains is to raise the money. It seems to be agreed that 
we have about nine million people over 60. Their pensions, plus the 
cost of distribution, will require about two billion dollars a month

, ae kind of money doesn’t grow on trees. Somebody must labor 
or it. 

Since there isn't that much money in the country and it is therefore 
manifestly impossible to raise the whole sum at one time, the plan is to 
levy a tax on sales. " 

The nation’s annual business is now estimated at $30,000,000,000. 
To raise $24,000,000,000 would be to require a sales tax of $24 on 
each $30 purchase—80 cents on the dollar. A $1,000 car would cost 
$1,800, a $1 pair of hose $1.80. 

The cost of living will be almost doubled for those who are not pen- 
sioned. Those who have fixed incomes will be able to buy only a little 
more than half as much. 

These figures aren't exact, but they give the general idea. There 
are no exact figures.

State Tax Reform Measures : 


Members of the Georgia Mayors’ 
Association, headed by Mayor James 
L. Key, of Atlanta, Wednesday were 
solidly behind a concerted drive to de- 
feat. proposed exemption of owner-oc- 
cupied Georgia homes from ad valorem 
taxation up to $5,000, a limitation of 
10 mills on city and county taxation 
and state control of municipally-own- 
ed utilities. 

Action of the association was taken 
at a convention of the mayors Wed- 
nesday at the Henry Grady hotel and 
followed a plea by Speaker Ed Rivers, 
of the Georgia house, that the mayors 
allow the program to proceed regard- 
ing the tax exemptions nad limita- 
tions and support a five per cent sales 
tax and other tax reforms to reach 
intangibles and other properties not 
now taxed. 

Rivers asserted he would introduce 
in the current session of the assembly 
the tax reform measures “as soon as 
the Talmadge program is enacted,” 


the senate. It provided that counties 
issuing warrants cannot pay interest 
on these warrants. The proposal is 
being sponsored by Senator Simmons, 
of Bainbridge. 

In explaining his bill, Senator Sim- 
mons said that he felt it would keep 
down county indebtedness. 

“We are all proud of the small 
deficit of our state but at the same 
time we are ashamed of how much 
cities and counties owe,” the senator 
said. “The bill will help to keep 
those debts down.” 

The measure was approved, 34 to 6. 

Other outstanding legislative devel- 
opments of the day were the actions 
of the house committee on constitu- 
tional amendments, No. 2, in adopt- 
ing the Arnall-Dyer-Booth proposed 
constitutional amendment to set up a 
one-house general assembly, another 
measure to exempt home owners from 
taxation and other bills. 

The one house proposal was ap- 
proved by the committee by a_ vote 
of 13 to 3. the dissenting voices being 
those of Head, of Catoosa: pene of 
Burke, and Lindsay, of DeKalb 

$2,000 Exemption Adopted. 

The committee voiced its approval 
of the $2,000 owner-occupied home ex- 
emption plan after some debate. An- 
other committee had approved a pro- 
posed amendment making the exemp- 
tion $5,000, while a senate commit- 
tee has approved exemptions of $2.500 
but these only prevail as far as state 
taxes are concerned and provide no 
exemptions on county, city and school 
district levies. 

The same committee also approved 
a bill to exempt $300 worth of per- 
sonal property from taxation, another 
bill to provide for the mergers of 
cities and counties, ancther to cancel 
all past-due poll taxes accumulating 
prior to January 1, 1934, and another 
to exempt hosp tals and school clinics 
from property taxes. 

The committee delayed action on 
the Arnall-Dyer-Booth bill to abolish 
the court of appeals and increase the 
membership of the supreme court from 
six to nine. Judges of the court of 
appeals have asked for and will be 
given a hearing on the bill. 

The house today will resume its ac- 
tion on the governor’s program with 
the prospect that either it or the sen- 
ate will go through the formality of 
passing the other branch’s bill making 
the 83 auto tag permanent in Geor- 
gia, which will make the measure

birthday was celebrated throughout the 
nation tonight as the strong danced 
and contributed for the benefit of the 
crippled. 

Here children and grown-ups, de- 
spite their steel braces and wheel 
chairs, cheerfully raised their voices 
to the health of their benefactor—the 
man who has shown them the way to 
fight back. 

There was a banquet in the dining 
hall—given to the Warm Springs 
Foundation for the treatment of after- 
effects of infantile paralysis, such as 
they enjoy at Thanksgiving time when 


the president usually is with them. 


About 200 patients at the Founda- 
tion and their relatives sang songs 
dedicated to the president as they en- 
tered the dining hall and then sat 
down to a fried chicken dinner. 

Children in Costume. 


The children were dressed in cos- 
tumes depicting famous personages of 
the day, moving picture stars and 
comic strip characters. After dinner 
they gave a costume show on the 
stage in the hall. 

A feature of the celebration was 
the cutting of a huge birthday cake 
bearing 53 candles. The cake, made 
in Warm Springs, had seven layers 
and stood about five feet high. An 
inscription on it said “Happy Birth- 
day, President Roosevelt.” 

It was here the president, a victim 
of the disease, regained his health 
with the aid of the curative waters. of 
the natural warm springs and later 
was instrumental in organizing the 
foundation, which he still heads. 

He comes to Warm Springs each 
year.

Agnes Scott To Hear

Dr. Charles C. Harrold, of Macon, 
noted archaeologist and leader of the 
work of uncovering the Indian 
mounds near Macon, will lecture at 
Agnes Scott on February 8 under the 
auspices of the college lecture asso- 
ciation on Friday evening.

Georgia T. M. C. A. Council Tuesday 
night, flared still further Wednesday 
with Samuel C. Dobbs Sr., newly 
elected president of the Y council, and 
Professor Glenn Rainey, of Georgia 
Tech, both adhering to their’ respective 
argument that there is and there isn’t 
a flood of communistic literature being 
distributed in Georgia’s public schools. 

Rainey, an assistant professor of 
English at Tech, challenged the state- 
ment of President Dobbs that “there 
is a flood of communistic, socialistic 
and atheistic literature from the north 
sweeping our schools.” He rose from 
the floor at the annual meeting of the 
Y council at which Mr. Dobbs was 
elected, and demanded to know the 
name of one man “flooding” the 
schools with such propaganda. 

Wells Supports Dobbs. 

Dr. Harvey W. Cox. president of 
Emory University, of which school 
Rainey is a graduate, stopped the 
discussion. but Jere Wells, superin- 
tendent of Fulton schools, supported 
President Dobbs with the assertion 
that Rainey could see plenty of such 
literature if he. would visit the office 
of Solicitor-General John A. Boykin. 

Wednesday Dobbs said the propa- 
ganda wasn’t being put out by one 
man, but by an organization, and 
further said he would not deign to 
answer Rainey. He pointed to the
